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The Dissengions of the Demoocracy.
Tux worst foe of the Demooratio party could
not desire it to be placed in a more despicable
and deeperate position than it has attained by
the aotion of its leaders. In the faoe of the
impending defeat in the Presidential oontest
whioh 1s clearly foreshadowed by the result of
the Ootober elections, it not only vonfesses its
inability to contend sucoessfully with tri-

nmphant Republicanism, but also acknow-
lodges its internal dissatisfaction with the
programme presoribed by its National Con- |
vention.

“We will inevitably be
beaten If we persist in running Beymour and
Blair," says the World. *We will be beaten
& thensand times worse if we change front on
the ave of the battle,” is the responsive echo
of a hundred Democratic journala. “‘Seymour
will do well enough, but Blair must with-
draw,’” says the World, “If there is to be
any ohange, we inaist that it must be complete,
and that our favorite Blair shall not be made
the soapegoat,’’ answer the BSouthern Rebsl
journals, ‘“‘Blair's nominatiou was a bad
blunder at best, becanse, while theoretiocally
he was supposed to be available as an ex-
Republican general, in practice he is the worst |
goarsorow on the tivket to all moderate men,"’ |
says the World. *‘The great mistake was tha® |
brother Frank was not nominated for Presi-
dent inatead of Vive-President,' anawera the |
redoubtable Montgomery Blair.

These diverse views in regard to the candi-
dates are still farther ocomplicated by differ-
enoes of opinion in reference to their proper
suocessors. Ne man of character and standing
is anxions, and few are willing, to accept the
questionable honor of a nomination from an
nnaunthorized committee of a party fore-
doomed to defeat. The ounly man who had a
powerful hold uponits affections, Pendlston, |
would be still less available than Ssymour; |
and he would care little, on the eve of Novem- |
ber, for the honor he earnestly but vaioly
struggled to obtain in Jaly. It is raporledl
that if Judge Chase would congent to run at |

all it would only be as an indapan-!l
dent oandidate, rejecting the Damo- |
oratio platform, Hendrioks has  failed |

Governor. Hancook is disgustsd with the
intrigues of the Demooratic politiclans, and |
MoClellan has announced in the moat positive |
terma his determination to abstain from active ‘
participation in public affairs. The party is
therefore compelled to add to the mortification
it feels in not possessing available jcandidates
the distressing conscionsness that it has lost
ita opportunities to secure better material, and
it must encounter defeat under leaderahip
whioch lacks the confidence and respect of its
own legions as well as the country.

These difficulties in regard to wan, serions
a8 they are, only typify still more important
dissensions in regard to measures. The cry is
now being echoed by a large portion of the
Demooratic press that the proposition to
change leaders was prompted by Bzlmont, and
the Chairman of the National Executive Com-
mittee is acoused of criminal indiffurence, if
not of downright treachery, to the canse he
ostensibly represents. The virtuous indigna-
tion ordinarily displayed agsainst the ‘‘bloated
bondholders'’ who have the audacity to ex-
peot that the National Government will
gacredly maintain its plighted faith, now flads
vent agrinst the small but influential wing of
the party which is demounced as radioally
unsound ‘ because it is unwilling to openly

advooate repudiation. On the other
hand, Democrats who wish to as- |
gsume the virtne of preserving the |

publio peace even if they have it not, are
anxious to free their consolences of the stain
of openly supporting the revolutionary propo-
sition advanced by Blair, and incorporated, at
the request of Wade Hampton, in the Demo-
oratio platform, that the reconstrooted govern- |
ments should be abolished by military foros;
and yet the bulk of the party devoutly accept

the deolarations of the Drodhead letter as the
egsence of modern Democracy, and as & candid |
exposition of the real purposes of the party. |
The dispute on this issue daily grows more |
exoiting. The New York leaders are com-
pelled to disavow, in the most positive terms,
the Blair dootrines, and to antagouize their
own platform; and the Bonthern Rebels, belng
now as arrogaut and arbitrary as ever, ars
stubbornly declaring that they will only assist
the Demooratic party on condition that it shall
beoome their subservient slave.

As & last resort, Beymour has taken
the stump to rally his terrified and
discordant forces. Jeff. Davis did the
same thing in North Caroliua after the
surrender at Appomattox Court House, and
provious to the overthrow of Joe. Johnston's
army. Ho only succeeded, however, in oover-
Ing himsel! with ridicule by this expiring
effort,

Let the prayer, then, of theze gen-
temen meet with immediate and favorable
congideration. Money lent out in such enter
prises as this is well invested, for, oast-
ing our bread upon the waters, it returns ten-
fold to us in coming days.

“‘Tax dog is turned to his own vomit again; and
the sow that was washed to her wallowing in
the mire."” This Boriptural quotation is not &
very elegant one, but it is good Soriptare
nevertheless. For the benefit of the New
York World we cite 2 Peter ii, 22, whers it
will be found. We quote it hers beoause it
exemplifles the last state of the World, whioh,
we regret to say, ia muoh worse than was the
first. The Worid stomached Beymour aund
Blair as long as it oould; and then, when the
strong emetlo of Outober 13 was thrast in
huge sapoonfuls down its throat, it
was relieved of the indigestible burden.

Tuerk are many things which are good in
themselves and good in their proper placss,
whioh become good for nothing by too common
and unseasonable use. The custom of voting
thanks to "Tom, Dick, and Harry on every
poesible ocoasion, and for the most imaginary
services, Is one that, in the vast majority of
instances, is mors honored in the breach than
in the observance, and, like the once prized
degrees of D, D, and LL.D., it has long since
lost whatever original meauning or title to re-
spect it may formsrly have had. Mr. John
Smith, for instance—a very worthy man in his
way—Iia called npon to preside at a meeting of
some kind, or his name may be incladed in a
list of & soore or 80 of Vice-Presidents or SBeo-
retaries. BSmith's dutisa on this occasion are
not of an arduous oharacter, and for him to
see his neme in all the daily papers ia a more
than sufliclent honor, but he cannot be per-
writted to retire gracefully to the bosom of his
family without being publioly thanked, as if
he had performed some signal service for the
benefit of his fellow-citizens whioch entitled
him to be held in remewbrance forever ia
their heart of hearts. The Rav, Boanerges
Brown is appointed to premch s sermon
before a conference, convention, or synod, and
whether it la good, bad, or indifferent, or
whether it suits the ideas or s spiritually
benefloial to his auditors or not, it is esteemed
& lack of gourtesy to refrain from bestowlng
upon him a vote of thauks, which both the
glver and receiver know means nothiog but
an smpty compliment, which In no sense ex-
presees any roal feslings of thankfulngss or

gratitude for favora oonferred, and whioh,
84 & piece of mookery, chould be ulterly be-
neath the notice of Christian ministers. It la
the Rev. Mr. Brown's daty to presch the ser-
mon, and those who have derived special
profit from the disoourse might very properly
express their sentiments with regard to it in
hin private ear, with some assurance that they
would not be misunderstood. We might
easily multiply examples, for the thiog
i fast becoming & nuisance of no insiguificant
dimensions, and it is time that men of com-
mon gense should begin to frown it down and
have it done away with as far as possible,

A movement in this direction was made the
other day in London, when the mover of a
vote of thanks to the retiring Lord Mayor pre-
faced the customary resolution by an enume-
ration of his lordship's dereliotions of daty
and official shortoomings., He was oharged
with “‘politioal idiosyncracies,"’ with ‘“‘beg-
garly hospitality,”" with snobbishly refusing
to preside at a public oharitable dinner ba-
onuse the tickets were too cheap, and with
many other similar offenses. The vots of
thanks was passed, however, in apite of the
Mayor's ging; and it is to be hoped that he
derived rome comforts from the ocompliment,
suoh as it was.

If a man accepts a position of honor or
publio trust, he is expeoted to do his duty,
and a faithfol execution of the trust to the
best of his ability is no mors than hiz duty,
and does not entitle him to the special com-
mendation which a vote of thanks would seem
to imply. In faot, this oustom has becoms go
absurd and gilly that the sooner it is banighed
from good society the better, and if, when a
vote of thanks {2 proposed in the oase of any
of our public officials, & balance of their good
and evil deeds was made, we are afraid that
in the majority of instances the prepon-
derance of the latter would so overwhelm the
thankers that they would be mors inolined to
pass sentence of condemnation instead. Sach
a proceeding, however, wonld have the effect
ot abaling & gerious nuisance, and we recom.
mend that it be tried by any one who really
wishes to deserve the thsnks of the com-

munity.

General Hobert Anderson,
Avtnoven General Robert Anderson's servioss
at the breaking out of the Rebsllion wers
eclipeed by the gallant deeds of other heroes,
he is nevertheless entitled toa high place in
the esteem and regard of every loyal citizen,
As commander of the fortilications in Charles-
ton harbor ke was placed in a peculiarly try-
ing and painful position; but if he had been
supported by the authorities at Washington,
or allowed to follow the dictates of his own
lofty patriotism, we would never have lost
Sumter, and the blood and treasure expended
in the many ineflectual attempts against that
hot-bed of Rebellion and treason wonld have
been eaved to the nation. It was the good
fortune of the writer to be present when (ten,
Andergon raiced the old flag again over the
ruins of lI'ort Sumter, and the few noble words
which he utltered on that cocasion, and the
emotions which nearly overpowered him as
the old starry banner, which had been hid

away in hig carpet-bag for four years, was un-
folded to the breeze, amid the thunder of the
artillery and the oheers of the as-
gembled multitude, proved how near
to his heart was the canse for which he had
fired the firet gun, and how fervently he had
longed for that auspicious day to arrive. It
is reported that Gieneral Anderason's wife lost
all her property during the war, that she is an
invalid, and that he has two children who are
to be educated snd provided for. His salary
is small, and beyond it he has no means what-
ever. Many of our generals Lave received
snbstantial tokens of esteem from their coun-
trymen which place them in positions of in-
dependence. It has been proposed that some-
thing ought to be done for Gemeral Anderson;
and we hope that the recollection of his gallant
conduot in April, 1561, has not been g0 much
obecured by the great events of the sabze-
quent four years as to make our citizens in-
different to his olaims on their gratitude and
congideration. The propriety of a handsome
testimonial to General Anderson will, we be-
lieve, be generally admitted, and it would
doubtless be particularly pleasing to him at
this time to find that he is held in as much
esteem as he ever waa.
